to his friends in five Latin American countries. The American Babaasy in 
Msxiao requested permission to reprint the article by Cuban professor 
Sr. Ahdres Valdeeplno which appeared in the first Issue. Mention of 
the Journal was made in Uraguayn newspaper and several advertisements 
appeared (see attached).
